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The headquarters of the Albanian high command is located in the bullding 
which during the Italian occupation was Imown as the "Casa del Faseio." The

Hehmet Shehu, who also holds the positions of Vice-Prine ifinister and idnister 


of the Interior. 


The main artillery maintenance shops are in the barracks formerly occupied

A motor pool and vehicle repair shop arc located in the next berracks along 
the Tirana-Durres road. Until late 1950, the colmianding officor was Captain 
ist class Tassin Clafmola. The motor pool has about 200 trucks in working 
order; they are all Soviet initations of General votors models. The other 
700 to 800 vehicles are on blocks because they are not in working order, and 
cannot be repaired for lack of material; of these, 200 to 300 are Tatra, 
Skoda, Berlictand Renault. : . . 
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A central training center for recruits is located in the third barracks 
outside Tirana on the Tirana-Durres road. About 1000 men are stationed here.

An artillery depot ie located in a barracks situated in the imediate 
vicinity of the building formerly oceupied by the Italian Legation. In 
the depot are 50 cannon of unknow caliber and type, on carriages with 
2 or 4 rubber-tired vheels.

Since the winter of 1949-1950, five or six Soviet ships have arrived at 
Durres with cargoes of arms, including rifles, sub-machine guns, automatic 
rifles, and morters.

In Shkoder there are five barracks located as follows: one in the Tepe 
quarter, one in the Baz 41 Vjeter quarter, and three in the Russi quarter.

Police headquarters da located in the former convent of the Servite Sisters ; 
on the former Via Mussolini, now called New Street. The commanding officer _ 
4s Captain Imeri, who has at his disposal 20 officers and 100 ae 

they wear blue uniforms. 


The DMP (Divisione Mbrojtes Popullit)+ aces 48 located in the former 
Frati Convent, annexed to the convent of the Servite Sisters. The DMP 
commander is Major Ali Saliu, and the vice-commander, Myftari Zaimi.

A uniformed Soviet colonel lives in the villa formerly belonging to Tef Pegu, on 
Via Badra. His office is located in one of the barracks in the Russi quarter. 
The Colonel leaves his house at 0900 hours and returns at 1300 hours, leaves 
again at 1500 hours and returns around 1900 hours. He lives with his wife 
and an Albanian attendant. 


On Shkoder lake there is a motorboat belonging 0 the Police which is used 
for reconnaissance service. 


Part of the population of the village of Shiroke, situated on the lake to 


- the west of Shkoder, is being evacuated. During the night MP patrols 


circulate continually throughout the city.
